The riot-stampede in the 
National Stadium started when 
a Uruguayan referee discount- 
ed a goal scored by Peru ina 
game with Argentina and the 
latter won, 10. 

Hot-headed fans in the crowd 
of 45,000 swarmed on the field 
to attack the referee and police 
started throwing tear gas 
frenades. The crowd stam- 
peded for the exits only to 
find some of them still closed. 
Hundreds were trampled to 
death in the mass hysteria. 

A baby was born in the 
stadium at the height of the 
rioting. ‘It was not known 
whether the child and mother 
survived. : 

Priests walked among the 
trampled as the panic eased, 
administering the last rites.

Mr. Gordon Hints at Even Higher Federal Deficits 


Me. Walter Gordon, in a little noticed 

comment, has suggested a new and 
somewhat startling justification for 
higher. budgetary deficits. In reply to 
Mr. Paul Martineau, 
who expressed some 
curiosity about the 
Government’s general 
plans for making good 
the revenues it has 
sacrificed _ to. provin- 
cial demands, the Fi- 
nance Minister sugges- 
ted that Ottawa would 
have three choices. 
The first two are the 
obvious ones. It may 
be necessary to impose higher taxes. 


“Alternatively another review of govern- 


ment expenditures may disclose items 
which could be eliminated without detri- 
ment to the national economy. © 

Mr. Gordon touched only lightly on 
the third choice and it is surprising that 


he Was Not pressed—to—ampiify—his— 


thoughts about it. 

Tt is, he explained, “to consider, in 
the light of the fact that additional rev- 
enues are being made available to the 
Provinces and therefore that their defi- 
cits would be reduced below what they 
otherwise would be, whether in these 
circumstances a higher federal deficit 
may be justified.” 

Such consideration would have to a- 
wait a later date when the economic 
conditions a year Hence were known. 

There are two suggestions here. The 


first is that provincial governments now 


in the ved will.use the new-found rev-_ 


enues to restore their, budgetary posi- 
tions. Provincial deficits may not disap- 
pear but at least they will be substanti- 


- ally reduced. 


In view of the announced plans of the 
major governments and their insistence 
that they must have more and yet more 
Yo tmeet their bills for roads, education, 
social services and a back4og of other 
demands, this expectation seems whim- 
cical. It requires at the least that the 
provinciat governments Will Yisplay e 
much higher sense of - responsibility 
than Mr. Gordon's own colleagues. 

The second notion is that federal and 
provincial deficits are more or Jess inter- 
changeable. If the latter go down, Mr. 
Gordon is entirely justified in going up. 
By a happy coincidence this will also be 
the path of least resistance. 

Without in any way dismissing prov. 
incial deficits as of ho importance, it 
may be suggested that Mr. Gordon is 
indulging in a new and very dubious 
doctrine. It was apparently not in. his 
mind when he wrote Troubled Canada 
andi is not to be found in his original 
“face the facts” Budget of June 13, 1963. 

In his well-known book Mr. Gordon 
was at pains to warn the country that
